they did not think they were 
responsible for the Carmona home 
shooting. 
Ponce said they believe the boys’ 
rifle was responsible for the broken 
window. The rifle is In police cus­ 
tody. No charges have been filed 
against the boys, but the matter win 
be referred to juvenile officials, Sas 
Rafael police said.

Mrs. Ruth W. Carmona, the girl’s 
m oth«, stated today she was lying 
on the couch in the sun pgrch about 
two feet away f-om the crashing 
bullet If Anne *iad not moved to­ 
ward the couch to greet her m oth«, 
she would have been in the line of 
fire, Mrs. Carmona stated. 
The bullet knocked a hole about 
the size of a dollar in the porch 
window, spattering glass over the 
family dog and into the living room. 
'Damages are negligible,” Mrs. 
Carmona explained. “What concerns 
us is the dang« to human beings 
and animals.” 
Every summer, she stated, boys 
begin shooting birds and sq 
generally in the Southern Heights 
area from about 4 p. m. to about 
5:30. Apparently the bullets come all 
the way across to Picnic Valley, she 
said. 
The boys don’t mean any harm, 
Mrs. Carmona said, but sometimes 
in their excitement they probably 
don’t realize where they are shoot­ 
ing.

Board <rf supervisor* finally got around this 
week to agreeing that the Marin Art and Gaiden 
Center should have the full $33,455 it hid asked 
to properly put cm the 1953 fair. 
Earlier they 
had been quibbling abouf the exact amount, 
maintaining the center could put on the fair 
for about $5,000 less. 
«; Supervisor George Whitelcv held to this belief 
right to the end, actually voting against appro­ 
priating tile money. 
f. The decision really shouldn’t have been so 
hard for the hoard. To begin with they weren’t 
appropriating tax money. 
The funds they are 
talking about all come from the state out of the 
horse track pari-mutuel profits. If the county 
doesn’t hold a fair, it doena’t get the money. 
And it gets lots more-and we mean lots more- 
money than it gives to the fair. 
As a matter of foct in the county treasury at 
the present time is $176,958.46 earmarked for a 
county fairgrounds site. 
Every cent erf this has 
come to the county because the Ait and Garden 
Center in 1948 started putting on its annual 
show as a county fail. 
It wasn’t easy to convince the supervisors in 
that day either that they had something to gain. 
Mrs. Caroline Livermore and her committee had 
to practically sandbag the reluctant board into 
the action which brought the funds to the county. 
In that first year $7,OCX) was appropriated for 
the show. One thousand dollars of this slas 
' county tax money, because early budget esti­ 


mates showed the fair would need $7,000. The 
state would put up only $6)000 for an initial 
undertaking of this line. 


Even this first fair ended happily for Marin 
taxpayers. 
The fori was put on for a total of 
$5,152 and the county’s $1,000 was not needed. 
So the taxpayers now have a fairgrounds fund 
of $177,000 without one cent of investment on 
their part 


Since that small start in 1948, the fair has 
grown by hnpa and hounds. Its budget rose to 
$14,300 in 1949. 
By 1951 it was $19,955, and 
last year it hit the high of $35,194. 


But as the fair grows, so do state funds avail­ 
able. 
Last year for example, the county added 
$66,000 to the fairgrounds fund, nearly twice 
the amount it gave to the fair. It was the highest 
amount the county has ever received. 
T he pari mutuel fund earmarked by the state 
for county fairs is set up so each county gets a 
base amount and then a proportionate amount 
of the remainder on a basis of premiums paid to 
exhibitors. 
The larger the fair, the larger the 
proportion. We have been gaining about 10 
per cent each year, according to the county 
auditor. 


When the Art and Garden Center committee 
came up with a budget nearly $2,OCX) less than last 
year, they had expected immediate approval by 
the supervisors. 
We are glad that die board 
finally saw it their way.

Dr. Adenauer's Visit 


Takes On Importance In 


Light Of Red Peace Offer 


When Mr. Dulles visited Bonn 
early to February and invited Dr. 
Adenauer to visit Washington, no 
one could foresee the present ac­ 
tivities of the Malenkov admin­ 
istration. Stalin in fact was still 
alive and the atmosphere of ter­ 
rorism to the Soviet Union and 
the satellite states was mounting. 
Dr. Adwiier,e visit was, there­ 
fore, intended merely to confirm 
and consolidate policies already 
agreed upon between his govern­ 
ment and ours. Hi* visit was to 
have been ementially ceremonial 
and symbolic, to mark toe resto­ 
ration of friendship between the 
two nations, and to enable this 
country to salute one of the truly 
remarkable men of our time. 


BUT THE MALENKOV turn 
has matte a big difference to that 
there are now 
great 
questions 
which must tie examined, great 
questions on which Washington 
and Bonn must understand each 
other fully. They are 
questions 
which must be answered if—as is 
now a practical possibility — the 
Soviet government is moving to­ 
wards a serious negotiation for an 
all-German peace treaty. 
Nothing could be 
more 
dan­ 
gerous to the Adenauer govern­ 
ment, to the German Federal Re­ 
public, and to American and West­ 
ern interests to Europe than to 
remain unprepaired—as we are 
now—for an 
all-Oerman 
peace 
negotiation. 


THERE COULD BE no better 
indication of our unpreparedness 
than the groundless fears which 
exist to Western Germany at this 
moment that this country could 
or would negotiate with toe So­ 
viet Union behind their backs at 
their expense. 
When Mr. Dulles and Mr. Stas- 
sen went to Bonn and to Paris to 
February, the primary question was 
whether toe treaty for a European 
army could be ratified in tire two 
parliaments. The question which 
now looms up on the horizon Is 
what, assuming the fceaty is rati­ 
fied, is to be done with it to case 
the Soviet* propose to negotiate 
seriously for the unification and 
evacuation of Germany. 


IT IS EVIDENT that this Is a 
question—though as yet to be sure 
it is only hypothetical — which 
touches the very foundation* not 
only of the 
European 
Defense 
Community, but actually of the 
whole diplomatic system which 
has been put together in Western 
Europe since the war. 
It involves the fundamental mil­ 
itary planning of NATO; it in­ 
volves the 8chuman Plan now op­ 


erating under M. Monnet to Lux­ 
embourg; it involves the Stras- 
burg Council to Europe, and last 
but not least it involve* the very 
structure of the German Repub­ 
lic itself. 
All the« project* to this whole 
system have a major premise the 
division of Germany at the Iron 
Curtain and the outposts of the 
Red army of occupation, If tot 
major premise changes, the sys­ 
tem will have to be reconstructed. 


IT HA8 LONG teen clear, so 
It seems to me, that the Western 
diplomatic structure was fragile 
and highly vulnerable to a serious 
Soviet peace offensive. It has been 
built to withstand the threat of 
actual military aggression and of 
internal Communist conspiracy. 
But, so at least I venture to 
think, the Atlantl| policy in West­ 
ern Europe has never taken ade­ 
quately into account, has never 
prepared itself for, the possibility 
that toe Soviet government would 
use not it* army, nor the native 
fifth column of the Communist 
parties, but diplomacy to upset the 
improvised system of Western Eu­ 
rope. 


YET AGAIN AND AGAIN there 
have been indication* that there 
were men to the Soviet Union who 
were thinking of doing just that. 
Indeed, one of the great mys­ 
teries of Stalin’s last years was 
why he always drew back, and 
indeed provoked the West into 
more rearmament and more soli­ 
darity than it would otherwise 
have achieved. 
Evidently, we do not know that 
Malenkov will go through with it. 
But he has gone far enough al­ 
ready to make it certain that the 
opportunity should not be missed, 
of having some very serious talks 
with the Germans white they are 
in Washington. 


THE EVENT may prove that 
these talks were unnecessary, and 
that the present conciliatory ges­ 
tures are no more far-reaching 
than Malik’s in June, 1951. But 
the event might prove that the« 
talk* with the Germans are im­ 
perative and urgent. 
For white it may be that the 
Soviets intend1^ remehi' mfero 
or less permanently In toe center 
of Germany, it is no longer pru­ 
dent statesmanship to assume that 
this Is toe one and only thing 
they can or will do. 
It they did something else, as 
they have so often promised or 
threatened to do, it would be most 
disconcerting if toe Westerrf na­ 
tions had no agreed policy of their 
own.

2,000 AWOL Soldiers 


Sent To Overseas Work 


SAN FRANCISCO OPf-The Sixth 
Army said yesterday about 2,000 men 
have been sent to Far East stations 
under the Army’s policy of shipping 
out soldiers who have gone AWOL 
to avoid overseas service. 
None of the AWOL men have been 
to Europe since the Army order was 
Issued Jan. 8, a Sixth Army spokes­ 
man said. 
Emphasizing that the Army does 
not consider the order a sort of pun­ 
ishment , but is instead a duty to 
frustrate any soldier’s attempt to 
avoid his duty, the spokesman said 
there are reports supporting this 
point of view. 
MORE THAN YEAR 
He said the Sixth Army had been 
following the policy of sending 
AWOL6 overseas for more than a 
year — many months before the

HOW DIEP IS TH1 OCEAN, DIPT.: 
We didn’t know the difference between a fast swimming pool 
and a slow swimming pool until a Mr. George Gustafson, who 
coaches the sport at Tamalpais High school, explained it to us. 
The question came up after we read a piece in a S.F. daily 
the other afternoon in which Crystal Plunge cpach Charley Sava 
was talking about breaking records. In effect, he said Mill Valley*« 
Delia Meulenkamp could break a record (we forget which one) 
if she swam in a certain San Francisco pool. Charley explained 
that this particular pool was "fast”. 
Right away, using a fast telephone, we got in touch with 
Gustafson who knows quite a bit about swimming pools. 
He savs that the amount of water in a pool makes the dif­ 
ference. "If the pool is deep, it makes the swimmer more buoyant 
and he can swim faster,** Gustafson explained. And, if the pool 
is shallow, the swimmer is slower. It’s as simple as all that. This 
may be old news to you old water hounds, but, this land lubber 
right here was fascinated by the piece of information. 
Gustafson said that the pool at San Rafael High school is 
‘ fast" because the swimming lanes cross the diving well, which 
is fairly deep. Fleishhacker pool also is deep and fast. - 
Se\eral other things enter into the swimmers* success or 
failure at a meet. "Sometimes there’s a psychological advantage 
for certain swimmers," Gus pointed out "For example**, he 
for exampled, "a backstroke swimmer has an advantage in a 
familiar pool. He can count the beams overhead to determine 
how close to the edge of the pool he is and thereby makes a 
faster turn." 
Gus said that the turns are important in a race. We can 
imagine what would happen if a swimmer lost count of the 
beams. Crack! And those outdoor meets are awful. The clouds 
don’t stand still long enough. 
Anyway, the swimmers who swim tummy down also have 
advantage if the pool is clear in that they may count the lines 
under them to determine the distance to the edge of the pool. 
Go on, Gus, go on. This is fascinating. 
"Oh well, there are lots of things that enter into swimming 
speed" he concluded, "i've got to go to work now, so long/* he 
said. 
Gus then offered us an invitation to visit him if we have any 
more questions. "Next time you’re down by the Tam pool, drop 
in."

'‘shaded" by hills.

Garden avenue, Santa Venetla, is 
owned ami operated by 8. J. Gaal 
Jr., and William L. Freeman, who 
also install master television an 
tenna systems in San Francisco 
apartments. 
Councilmen decided that if the 
franchise were granted, the com­ 
pany should be required to provide 
the service* when requested by 15 
residents living within a given area, 
within nine months, or show cause 
to the council why it couldn't be 
done. 
Tl\e given area would be based on 
the length of cable required and .the 
numb« of amplifier boxes needed 
to supply a signal. Charges for the 
service would be $125 for installa­ 
tion and $3 a month for upkeep and 
maintenance.

The 
foreign military man is a G.I. Joe 
in the uniform of the U.S. Navy. 
He is a far more social character 
than a militant one, so when he 
occupied the country after World 
Wfur H, he made friends with the 
school kids who are now well along 
in their teens. 
As kids, they liked his choco­ 
late bars, chewing gum, friendli­ 
ness and humane treatment. 
As teenagers, they still like him 
and understand him much better 
than their parents do, and Baby­ 
san, 
the 
black-haired, 
smooth 
brown-skinned beauty Is no ex­ 
ception. 
Babysan enjoyed the associa­ 
tion with Joe Sailor because he 
treated her with more equality 
than she was accustomed to. Con­ 
sequently she dropped some of her 
old traditional 
inhibitions 
and 
customs, and adopted attitudes 
and actions which would fit the 
need of the hour. 
The result, Hume’s Babysan, the 
character—the composite—is too 
“good” to be true. 
Babysan has learned the atti­ 
tude of the sailor in having fun 
and enjoying life without ask­ 
ing enslaving devotion from her 
or her friends.

Prepare the shade garden this 
month for its work of the long 
summer. This time think not alone 
of the mid-year, but of all the 
seasons which make up the cal­ 
endar year. “From July to Sep- 
tempber we concentrate on the 
toegffpiaa in our shade garden. 
Have you ever seen a beautiful 
display of begonias which 
re­ 
mained in your memory a living 
picture? Then you suddenly real­ 
ized it was not alone the begonias, 
but the plants associated with 
them that created the picture. 
Let us create a shade garden. 
First, work on the soil is im­ 
portant 
because 
very often 
it 
h**» been long neglected. Under 
an oak, maple, or linden, and near 
redwoods or pines the soil is 
filled with a mat of tiny roots. Cut 
them back, chop them out or they 
will grab all the richness, and 
•very bit of fertiliser you put 
down for your begonias and other 
jewels. Those old tree roots will 
m\un take most of the water, and 
your new recruits won’t have a 
•hence. 


WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


We of Marin are so proud of 
our magnolia in the Marin Art 
and Garden Center that we take 
this tree for granted here. But it 
you want your own tree to grow 
as gloriously as the evergreen one 
of the center, here are some sug­ 
gestions to act upon. 
Magnolias, all kinds both ever­ 
green and deciduous want lots of 
sunshine, for they love the heat. 
The soil requirement is simple 
since the trees get along well in 
all kinds. 
What you must do is prepare 
the soil thoroughly 
at 
planting 
time. Loosen it up 
down 
there, 
throw in some compost including 
a handful of alfalfa leaf meal. 
YOUR SPECIMEN will come in 
a container, the roots wrapped in 
the ball of soil. Keep them intact 
and set your plant in a spacious 
hole. Bring the 
soil 
to 
ground 
level, placing your specimen down 
only to the dark ring on the bark 
which indicates to 
you 
proper 
depth. 
Give your evergreen 
plant 
a 
good fertiliser. Oive your magno­ 
lias, both evergreen and deciduous, 
a good feeding during the summer 
months. Barnyard and commercial 
kinds are good. One of the best 
Ik hoof and horn. Work it in by 
boring drills all around the plant. 
Mix a little compost leaf mold 
with the fertilizer as you pour it 
down the drill. Make those drills 
as much as 16 inches deep for 
your old established 
trees. 
And 
then of course pour on the water. 
ALWAYS GIVE your magnolia 
plenty of water. They need water 
for those heavy bulky and fleshy 
roots. 
It Is wisest to invest in a young 
tree since it will grow fast. Old 
trees balled up and transplanted 
take months to 
awaken 
again, 
whereas a young tree springs right 
to work and shoots 
into 
rapid 
growth. 
The following types of magno­ 
lias; M. grandiflora, evergreen M. 
stellata, earliest of 
the fragrant 
blooming, M. soulangeana, blooms 
all summer, and M. Veitchl with 
blooms IS inches across grow well 
in Marin.

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REMOVE THE MATTED roots 
and replace fresh clean soil. Mix 
in plenty of leaf mold and some 
old manure. Build up a little 
platform, let the soil now stand 
six to eight inches above the 
rest of the area. Then the plants 
you set out will have a goodly 
supply of soil for themselves, and 
will go right to work. 
Follow a schedule of dusting or 
spraying chlordane around 
the 
shade garden four times in 1953. 
Get the dust on the soil, under 
foliage and out to the hidden 
places. Don’t forget the ivy ground 
cover. The dust will keep insect 
pests away. 
WHAT PLANTS are good as­ 
sociates in the begonia garden? 
Among the permanents for back­ 
ground 
plants 
there 
are 
the 
needle-leaved trees such as dwarf 
crypfcomeria, clipped pines, thuyas, 
and junipers. 
Among the broad leaved ever­ 
greens also for background and 
for contrast good ones include 
golden eleagnus, dark green cop- 
rosma, and the fragrant pitto- 
sporum, t o b i r a , especially the 
variegated form. It and other 
kinds of variegated foliage plants 
may be given the darkest places. 
Those silver leaves light up any 
dark corner. 
Low, 
shiny 
leaved, 
fragrant 
flowered, black berried sarcoccoca 
rusifolia, which has no common 
name as far as I know, may be 
set out in groups. Three or five 
plants may be grouped on a half 
arching curve. They will create 
in time a neat line which can 
serve as an aoeent or as a back­ 
ground for a bench. 


DAPHNE, 
CAMELLIA, 
a n d 
azalea are happy in the shade 
garden if it is not too shady. 
Also among the flowering shrubs 
is the abelia. The one known as 
Edward Goucher is recommended 
highly by the University erf Cal­ 
ifornia. It blooms more than five 
months. The flowers are a good 
pink. 
In selecting companion plants 
for the shade garden think of 
performance. Each must contrib­ 
ute something to the picture. All 
must work as a group, none can 
be a prima donna to steal the 
show. 
Certainly 
the hydrangea 
be­ 
longs here. The white, pink, and 
the newer hybrids of dark red, 
rose pink and the ever popular 
blue 
may 
be 
planted. 
These 
shrubs if pruned and managed 
right will contribute a great deal 
of color for the whole summer 
season. Groups are best, but it 
Is permissible to include a speci­ 
men somewhere in the design. 
* 
FUCHSIAS DESERVE a place 
in the begonia garden for they 
too work long hours with excel­ 
lent color effects. 
Ferns soft greenery, their lacy 
display of arching fronds, their 
variety in habit, are eepecially 
desirable in the shade garden. 
Both as a group or planted in a 
row the fern has personality. 
A fern can be placed in a tub 
and then shifted to the exact 
position where the plant can give 
its greatest service to the shade 
garden. 
Let us oonsider some of the 


flowering small-statured annuals 
and perennials which may be 
used to take off the heavy load on 
the begonia. 
Lobelia, both white and blue 
blossom at the same time as the 
begonia. So do impatiens, nas­ 
turtiums, petunias, and the swan 
river daisy. 
Little drifts of white alyssum 
make charming companions in the 
shade. And when these annuals 
become 
raggy 
pull 
them 
out. 
Enough seedings will come up to 
take their place. 
MIMULUS, eepecially mi mu)us 
moschatus, the musk-plant can 
be grown in little patches. This 
perennial 
spreads 
by 
creeping 
stolons, grows up a foot and puts 
out leaves wi+h a musk odor. The 
flowers are of a pale yellow dotted 
lightly with brown. A clump erf 
mimulus grows into a real fea­ 
ture in the shade garden. 
Finally consider the following 
candidates for the shady places: 
cyclamen which bloom best in the 
cool weather, but whose foliage 
shows up well in summer. Hosta, 
campanulas of many kinds, lily 
of the valley to be given a place 
where they will not be disturbed, 
s&xafraga, canary island sage with 
its gray foliage of lacy leaves, 
summer glow Physostegia, Chinese 
bell flower, rehmannia angulata, 
and the various sedums are good. 
Sedum anecanecanum is a dwarf 
plant which grows compactly and t 
creates a neat border. And hele- 
bore, the Christmas rose is worthy 
both in the open ground or as a 
potted plant. 


Spray-Curing 
Improves Yield 


Spray-curing and direct com­ 
bining of legume seed crops speed 
up harvesting and cut down on 
losses from weather. 
Luther O. J o n e s , agronomy 
specialist, and Philip M. Bunnelle, 
agricultural engineering specialist. 
University of California College of 
Agriculture, report that alfalfa, 
ladino clover, red clover, and birds- 
foot trefoil, are among the legumes 
now harvested by tr.is relatively 
new method. 
This method wo:ks best where 
the humidity is low during harvest­ 
ing periods. 
losses cf seed frcm 
drying tut and a) attering are re­ 
duced. Also, the higher moisture 
content of spray-cured seeds makes 
them less susceptable to mechani­ 
cal damage. The higher moisture 
content of the straw keeps it from 
breaking up badly during thresh­ 
ing, which aids in final separation 
and recovery of seed. 
To prepare the crop for direct 
combining, the plants are sprayed 
with a general contact weed killer, 
such as dinitro general type in 
Diesel oil. 
This kills the plant 
growth above the ground, causing 
the leaves, seed pods, and small 
steins to dry out rapidly. Within 
one to five days after treatment, 
direct combining is possible.

'GOLDEN FLEECE' 
New Flower Boasts Plumes 
To Dry For Winter Bouquets 


Scientists here announced a new flower for your summer garden 
that may rival the zinnia in popularity; just as heat-loving, fast- 
growing and trouble-free. It boast* huge fleecy, golden plumes as 
big as a man’s forearm. 
A rare form of cockacomb, the new flower 
has been named “Golden Fleece.** 
Thirty-four years ago the plant 
scientists in 8 mthern California 
originated 
th e 
dahlia-flowered 
ainna—one of 
the 
truly 
great 
feats of the 
gardening 
world, 
which raised the zinnia from ob­ 
scurity to the most popular an­ 
nual flower in the world. Now 
they have another Cinderella in 
a strikingly different and beaut­ 
iful form of what grandmother 
called ' Chinese wouit lower.” This 
modern version got its start with 
the realization that almost any­ 
where in North America is a hot 
climate—in the summer. 
(loud cutflowers that will take 
unlimited heat and humidity are 
rare, 
but 
the 
tough, 
unlovely 
plants with the “rooster’s comb” 
of bright red that suggested their 
name of cockscomb looked like 
a good place to start. After lit­ 
erally 
decades 
of 
development 
work, the result was golden fleece: 
no more than a “kissin’ cousin” 
of the old cockscomb, but as heat- 
loving, as peet-free, as easy to 
sprout and as quick growing. Most 
difficult of all to perfect was the 
pure golden flower color and the 
light green foliage which contrast 
so well with the new home dec­ 
orating colors. 


H E R E ’S HOW TO GROW gold­ 
en fleece: Choose a spot in full 
sun and wait until the ground Is 
really warm. Soak the ground, 
wait *12 hours, then sow seeds V 
deep where you want the flowers 
—golden fleece doesn’t like trans­ 
planting. Seeds will sprout in 7 
days; start thinning immediately. 
After ten days water deep and 
generously, don’t just sprinkle. 
Boll doesn’t matter much. The

you use) the bigger and broader 
the plant will be, up to 5’ high. 
First flowers in 76-76 days, then 
arms full of them until frost 
comes. They are fine cutflowers 
if plunged into cold water right 
after picking. Be sure to dry some 
vertically in a narrow container 
above your water heater where the 
air is warm and dry. Golden

Cultivation 
Weeds are one of your garden’s 
worst enemies. They take water 
and plant foods from the soil, 
shade crops, thus slowing down 
crop growth, and choke out small 
plants. 
The chief method of weed con­ 
trol in the small garden is by culti­ 
vation. If you have only a few 
weeds, they can be kept under con­ 
trol by hand-weeding. 
Use a hand hoe or wheel hoe. 
Shallow cultivation, with knifelike 
blades, is best because this kills 
the weeds without harming crop

Good Lawn Makes 
Or Breaks Landscape

One of the most important fea­ 
tures of any good landscape is a 
good lawn. Hie lawn is the setting 
for the home and its shrubbery 
and gardens, so it follows that 
unless lawns are 
at their best we 
lose much of the 
benefit of a good 
planting. 
If we are start­ 
ing with a new 
home that means 
building a new 
lawn, and "there 
are certain phases 
of lawn building 
that we should recognize for best 
results. Assuming that we have 
good top soil to start with, the 
first step is to thoroughly rake the 
area to establish grades for ap­ 
pearance as well as drainage. 
Orade away from the house so 
that excess water will run off to­ 
wards the street. If you do not 
have new top soil it will become 
necessary to work up the ground 
to a depth of at least six inches 
and thoroughly pulverize the soli 
so that a good seed bed can be 
prepared. 
AFTER YOU HAVE thoroughly 
pulverized the soil and raked it 
over the first time, obtain a roller 
from your nurseryman and roll 
the entire area. This will quickly 
show you the high and low spots 
which should again be raked over 
to attain a smooth surface. 
Next spread evenly over the sur­ 
face a good balanced commercial 
fertilizer at the rate of 30 to 40 
pounds per thousand square feet. 
Use a spreader for this in order to 
get an even distribution. This can 
be obtained from your nurseryman. 
At this time it is also recommend­ 
ed that you spread peat moss over 
the entire surface to a depth of 
about M of an inch. 
NOW RAKE THE FEAT and 
fertilizer into the surface of the 
soil. Rake this in well so that it 
becomes well mixed with the soil 
and actually becomes a part of 
the surface soil. The fertiliser will 
provide all the food that the new 
grass will need for winter growth, 


Roses No Longer 
Need Pampering 
Roses no longer need be grown 
as pampered beauties, set off by 
themselves in 
laboriously 
con­ 
structed beds, there to be given 
meticulous care. They can be used 
in combination with other garden 
flowers in a border. Or they can 
be grouped amcng low evergreens 
and shrubs around the house and 
yard. Many other ways to use 
roses as landscape plants can be 
found. But if the venture is to 
prove successful suitable types and 
varieties must be chosen. 
The introduction of floribunda 
roses in the Thirties had much to 
do with broadening the usefulness 
of roses in home grounds* plant­ 
ing. This class of rose now in­ 
cludes varieties in nearly ail the 
colors wanted. Since the bushes 
average two to three feet high, 
and bloom repeatedly from June 
until faU, they provide more color 
than any other low bush rose. Well 
established plants often bear a 
dozen or more flowers in a cluster. 
Therefore a group of three to five 
plants can be the center of in­ 
terest in a flower garden.

and the peat moss will help retain 
moisture and keep the surface soli 
from drying and baking. 
After you have raked the peat 
and fertilizer well into the soil 
again roll the entire area to be 
sure that there are no noticeable 
depressions. Wherever you find an 
uneven surface rake this very care­ 
fully so as to get a nice smooth 
surface. 
Now spread your seed at the 
rate recommended. Use only the 
best seed mixtuge you can buy. 
Remember that the basis of good 
permanent lawn is in the mixture 
you use. Low priced mixtures con­ 
tain a great percentage of annual 
grasses which do not make perma­ 
nent lawns. It will cost you a lit­ 
tle more for a good seed mixture, 
but in the end this will be the 
cheapest mixture to buy, for it will 
contain a large percentage of per­ 
manent perennial 
YOUR NURSERYMAN will loan 
or rent a spreader to evenly dis­ 
tribute the seed. 
Now rake the entire surface over 
lightly so that the seed is barely 
covered, not over % of an inch 
deep. Seed that is covered by too 
much soil may fail to germinate. 
After this last light raking, again 
roll the entire surface so that all 
seed possible is thoroughly embed­ 
ded in the soil. Some seed may 
remain on the surface, but this 
cannot be helped. However, if most 
of it is covered you will soon have 
a nice lawn. 
Remember, however, that the 
ground should be kept moist with 
a very even spray, and if we have 
hot weather be sure not to permit 
the ground to dry out, as the very 
tender g r a s s e s cannot break 
through a crusted surface. 


New Blackberry 
Varieties Developed 
GENEVA, N. Y. (U.R>—New black­ 
berry varieties, outstanding for 
their yielding ability, are expected 
to revive berry growing in New 
York State. 
Fruit specialists at the experi­ 
ment station here haxe developed 
two sorts which are particularly 
vigorous, productive, hardy plants 
with large, medium, firm berries of 
good quality. Called Hedrick and 
Bailey, they are free from the im­ 
perfect berries that plague many 
older varieties and produce their 
fruit out in the open where it is 
easy to pick. 
Hedrick comes into season late in 
July and Bailey about a week later. 
Both sorts are recommended for 
home and commercial planting and 
are counted on to revive berry 
growing, which has declined near­ 
ly to the vanishing point in New 
York. 


Plain Thumbs 
Grow Herbs 
A green thumb isn't necessary 
for the growing of herbs. Neither 
are elaborate plans nor plots of 
ground. Many of the most popular 
culinary kinds are Just as easy 
to grow as the simple garden veg­ 
etables. 
A patch of well-drained earth 
is all the home gardener who wants 
to grow herbs needs; where there 
is an average amount of sun, the 
results will be amply rewarding. 
To really enjoy growing herbs, it is 
gratifying to select those which 
wiU develop into attractive and 
fragrant plants even if the gar­ 
dener is not an expert. Oardeners 
who have only small, scattered 
places for a few plants would do 
well to begin with some of the 
hardy annual kinds.

Of the 270 builders polled by the 
association, 202 reported that they 
guarantee their homes against de­ 
fect! a ve workmanship or materials 
for periods generally extending to 
one year or longer. 
THE GUARANTEES ARE in the 
form of home owner service pol­ 
icies assuring the buyer of the 
soundness of his new home or 
other stipulation that the builder 
stands behind his product.

The 262 affirmative replies rep­ 
resented a cross-section of large 
and small volume home builders 
in 140 cities, covering 39 states 
and the District of Columbia. 
The survey also showed that 
193 of the reporting builders dis­ 
tribute printed manuals instruct­ 
ing the new home buyer on the 
proper care and maintenance of 
the 
more than 3,000 different 
parts and materials that go into 
the average house. 
Of the 262 builders who reported 
that they guarantee their con­ 
struction, 176 said they accept re­ 
sponsibility for their workman­ 
ship and materials for one year;

More than a year after Reid, 
the San Francisco architect who 
has a statewide reputation among 
school planners, first visited the 
Manor site, the state voted school 
bonds for money for school dis­ 
tricts. In 1950 the Fairfax district 
had 245 elementary school chil­ 
dren unhoused 
and 
application 
wau made in December 1950 by 
the rairfax trustees for financial 
help irom the state. 
The Sacramento wheels ground 
slowly, but they ground nonethe­ 
less so that in June of last year 
the allocation board of the state 
department of finance made avail­ 
able funds for construction of the 
Manor school. The state board of 
education went into action earlier 
however, and with the approval of 
the 
finance 
department 
plans 
were drawn, the necessary appro­ 
vals secured in readiness. 
BIDS WERE CALLED for and 
on May 28 of last year ten contrac­ 
tors submitted bids. Low bidder 
was A. Von Rots, the San Ansel- 
mo builder who is also responsible 
for the neighboring residential 
subdivision. 
The $223,374 bid was approved 
at Sacramento, c o n t r a c t was 
signed on June 17 of last year 
and Von Rots w.*s given the go 
ahead two days later. 
More than four years had in­ 
tervened between the time Reid, 
the architect, had looked at the 
site and the day last summer 
when the contractor started the 
clearing and grading of the site; 
the construction of a drainage 
ditch on the south side of the play 
area and the safety fencing of the 
area. 
THE BUILDING, a reality to­ 
day, covers 13,475 square feet in­ 
cluding five classrooms, one pri­ 
mary room, one kindergarten, one 
multi-use room with a small kitch­ 
en and a group of administrative 
offices. These offices also provide 
for community use. 
The furniture and other equip­ 
ment is virtually all now acquired 
and will be installed during the 
summer months. 


Foresight and planning made it 
possible for kindergarten and pri­ 
mary kids to have a play area all 
their own, apart from upper - 
grade grown-up youngsters. The 
two rooms for the smaller chil­ 
dren were placed in a corner of 
the site and the 
separate 
play 
ground built in this area. Things 
like this have to be thought about 
and planned way ahead. But in 
September, parents will be bring­ 
ing their kindergarten and pri­ 
mary progeny directly to the doors 
of the class rooms and unless they 
know differently, they’ll be think­ 
ing that all schools have these 
kinds of facilities. 
LOOKING OVER the new school 
the other day, I noted that lam­ 
inated wood rather than struc­ 
tural steel had been used. The ex­ 
planation; The Truman adminis­ 
tration, at the time the school was 
designed, restricted the 
use 
of 
structural steel. The use of the 
laminated wood construction arch­ 
es, placed longitudinally rather 
than in transverse direction, has 
resulted in a unique form of build­ 
ing which gives each classroom 
its own gabled form. 
Set in a rutsic background, the 
exterior finish of the school is 
redwood and the roofing material 
is crushed brick. Reason? The col­ 
or and durability and because the 
bids revealed that this could be 
done at no extra cost. Usually, 
ordinary tar and gravel roofs are 
used on Marin schools. 
Inside, the radiant heat comes 
from the heating pipe embedded 
in concrete floor slabs. The multi­ 
purpose room, which can accom- 


modate 
community 
committee 
meetings, has a heating system of 
its own for evening use. 
“The site had unusual beauty," 
the architect said the other day, 
“and it was a challenge for us, 
as architects, to design a build­ 
ing complementing the beautiful 
setting.”

BUT IT ISN’T the beauty, it’s 
the utility which should impress 
those who know the background 
for the building of

Manor 
school. 
We have lots of beautiful schools 
(and a few mighty ugly okl ones) 
in Marin.

THE GOLDEN TEXT 
Paul W as Converted 
To The New Faith 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
Next week—April 13-19- is Na­ 
tional Sunday School Week, spon­ 
sored by the Laymen’s National 
Committee, Inc., the members of 
which “believe that the Sunday 
school is a great influence for good 
and that the training and inspira­ 
tion which it gives to our boys and 
girls makes them better people and 
helps prepare for the respomibUi- 
ttes they will face as adults.** 
Today's lesson should* give our 
young people something to think 
over because It tells of a fine, well- 
educated man who was obsessed by 
one Idea—to destroy as quickly as 
possible some “upstarts’’ who were 
stirring people up with a new re­ 
ligion that threatened to super­ 
sede the old Jewish religion in 
which 
he 
had 
been 
carefully 
trained. 
CONVERTED TO THE NEW 
faith, however, he had the cour­ 
age to espouse the cause with ail 
the youthful enthusiasm he had 
shown before in fighting it, break­ 
ing with his old associates and 
fearlessly facing hatred, persecu­ 
tion and martyrdom. 
We first see Paul watching im­ 
passively—if not with pleasure— 
the stoning of that splendid mar­ 
tyr, St. Stephen, whose face, at 
his trial, was “as It had been the 
face of an angel.“ He did not 
join in the stoning, hut ‘Saul was 
consenting unto his death.” »no 
the maddened rabble laid down 
their clothes at his feet. 
THEN SAUL, ‘breathing 
out 
threatening» and slaughter against 
the disciples of the Lord, went 
unto the high priests.** He asked 
them for letters to the synagogue 
at Damascus, so that he might 
search out any Christians in that 
city -men or women- and bring 
them bound to Jerusalem. 
On his journey to Damascus, 
Saul fell to the earth and he heard 
a voice saying, “Saul. Saul, why 
persecutest thou Me?” 
“Who are Thou. Lord?** Saul 
asked, “What wilt Thou have me 
do?” 
And the answer was; “Arise, 
and go into the city, and It shall 
be told thee what thou nitot do.’* 
When Saul rose, he was blind, 
but his companions led him to the 
city. 
IN DAMASCUS lived a disciple 
of Jesus named Ananias, and he 
aaw the Lord in a vision. He was 
told to go into the street called 
Straight, and ask in a certain 
house for “one called Saui of 
Tarsus, for, behold, he prayeth" 
Ananias had heard of this man 
who had made himself a terror 
to Chrt tians, so he was a little 
hesitant to obey, but being told 
of what had befallen Saui on ins 
journey, and how the Lord had 
chosen him **to bear My name be­ 
fore the Gentiles, and kings, and 
the children of Israel,” he gladly 
went to find him. 
He went into the house, and 
putting his hands on Saul, said. 
Brother Saul H » Lord, even Je­ 


sus, that appeared unto thee in 
the way as thou earnest, hath sent 
me, that thou mightest receive 
thy sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost.** 
Immediately Saul saw and was 
baptized. 
THE PERSECUTION THAT he 
hoped to inflict on the disciples 
now 
faced him. 
Certain Jews 
plotted to kill him, but the dis­ 
ciples took care of him. One night 
they let him down the wail of 
the house in a basket and he es­ 
caped and went to Jerusalem, 
There Saul went to the disci­ 
ples. expecting to join with them, 
but they distrusted his conversion. 
“And he spake boldly 
in 
the 
name of the Lord Jesus and dis­ 
puted against the Grecians, but 
they went about to slay him.” 
When the apostles knew this they 
brought him to Caesarea and sent 
him to Tarsus, his native city. 
Much later Saul, whom we now 
call Paul, faced death again at 
the hands of the Jews of Asia, 
who began beating him. but the 
chief captain of the Romans, with 
his soldiers rescued Paul and took 
him, bound, to the castle. As he 
was about to be led into the prison 
he asked the captain if he might 
speak to the people, telling the 
captain who he was, and the cap­ 
tain consented. 
He told them of the vision he 
had when going to Damascus, and 
how he had been converted and 
ever since had been aeaious in 
preaching and teaching the gos­ 
pel of Christ, who had told him to 
preach to the Gentiles. 


Plant Prices Based 
On Rate Of Growth 
Why does one kind 
of 
plant 
cost more than another? One sees 
a small, slow-growing evergreen 
that may cost more, for instance, 
than a flowering crabapple, or 
some other tree much larger, such 
as one of the fast-growing pint*. 
The reason, according to the 
American association of nursery­ 
men is twofold; one reason is the 
scarcity of the plant material, but 
by far the most important reason 
is the rate of growth of the plant, 
plants sold by nurserymen gener­ 
ally take, at the very least, two 
years to reach market size, others 
take up to ten or twelve year«.

today, slow-growing

Writer Rides To Fame On The 
Popularity Of A Single Song 


By HORACE B. POWELL 
Some hymnists are known for 
the number of 
religious 
lyric* 
which they gave the world. But 
pow and again a hymn writer 
rides to fame on the popularity 
of a single song. This was true of 
Edward Ferronet, author of “All 
Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,” 
the great 
coronation 
hymn 
of 
Christendom 
FERRONET, ASSOCIATED for 
many years with the famous Wes­ 
ley brothers (John and Charles) 
who founded Methodism, 
came 
from a 
distinguished 
line 
of 
French Protestants who took ref­ 
uge in England during a time of 
religious persecution in their own 
land. His father was the Rev, Vin­ 
cent Perronet, vicar of Shoreham. 
Both father and son became in­ 
terested in the great evangelical 
revival led by Whitefield and the 
Wesleys. At one time, Edward Per­ 
ronet traveled with John Wesley. 
The circumstances which at­ 
tended the writing of “All Hail 
the Power of Jesus* Name” are 
not known but the hymn has been 
translated into nearly every known 
language and is sung today in 
every land where Christianity has 
sent its banners. Foreign mission­ 
ary leaders have used it widely. 
AN INTERESTING STORY of 
its use abroad was told by the 
Rev. E. P. Scott who served some 
years ago as a missionary in In­ 
dia. In his mission station, Mr. 
Scott set out one day to find and 
preach to members of 
a 
little 
known and barberous tribe, far 
in the interior of India. He car­ 
ried with him a violin so that he 
might sirig as well as preach to 
the natives. After several days of 
travel he found himself face to 
lace with a large group of savages. 
They surrounded him with drawn 
spears. The outlook was anything 
but happy. 
Then the missionary began to 
sing “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name." He closed his eyes as he 
sang and expected every minute 
that the natives would let fly their 
spears. When he reached the stan­ 
za referring 
to “every kindred, 
every tribe” he mustered sufficient 
courage to look at his captors. To 
his surprise 
they 
had 
lowered 
their spears and were listening to 
his singing. 
FOR TWO AND A HALF years 
after that, Mr. Scott remained to 
sing and to preach to his new 
congregation. He converted many 
of the natives. When, finally, the 
time came for him to return to 
America for a furlough, the same 
tribesmen who had menaced him 
at his first meeting begged him to 
return when his leave of absence 
expired. He did return and died 
at last among the people he had 
come to love so dearly. 
The tune, “Coronation,” which 
is used generally 
for 
Perronet * 
great hymn, has become as fa­ 
mous as the hymn Itself. It was 
composed by Oliver Holden, a car­ 
penter of Charlestown, Massa­ 
chusetts who spent his spare hours 
playing tunes on a little organ in 
his house. The organ, now in the 
historical rooms of the old state 
house in Boston, attracts thou­ 
sands of visitors every year.

Fillers Smooth 
Open-Grain Woods 
In refinishing 
o a k , 
walnut, 
chestnut or any other open-grained 
wood, a paste filler should be used 
to give the wood a smooth surface. 
In most cases, the filler is 
thinned with turpentine and then 
brushed on the wood in the direc­ 
tion of the grain. It is allowed to 
set for about 15 minutes and then 
the excess is wiped off across the 
grain. This lets the filler remain 
in the pores. 
When the wood is also being 
stained, the stain is applied first. 
Fillers are available in colors to 
blend with the stains commonly 
used.
